In successive holocavsts light- 
ning fites swept the Island, burning tim- 
ber in millions of acres, of which charred 
stumps and charcoal beneath the earth 
are evidence now read by foresters. 


7;= vacant, sunny spaces thus opened 
up were the perfect environment for 
the fir and it eagerly grasped its estate. 

Some of the firs cut today are more 
than a thousand years old.. Others are 
half that age. The towering tree recently 
felled west of Chemainus to make a new 
flag pole for Kew Gardens and snaked 
with remarkable skill through a narrow 
canyon, was 381 years old. The seedlings 
that sprout this year will be cut, under 
present plans, 80<years hence. 

The life cycle of the forest is larger 
than the cycle of human life and yet re- 
sembles it. Like man, the forest is sub- 
ject to accident. It can be destroyed by 
a careless match or a stroke of lightning. 
And, like man, it is the product of its 
diet. 


N the spine of the Island the trees 

are centuries old but small, sickly 
and almost worthless.

It is then that you 
try. to capture a sun- 
beam or to send your

will never, never capture a sunbeam, nor 
will you really ride on the back of a 
cloud,

Instetad, if you are very fortunate 
indeed, you may find your sunbeam and 
it will be with you all your days—from 
youth into age. I have had that -great 
good fortune. And my sunbeams were 
persons whose gaiety shone like sunlight;

whose cheerfulness was infectious. 

I remember a passage in Stevenson 
(R.L.S. of course) in which he says to 
meet one of these is better ‘than to find 
a five-pound note, It is infinitely better. 

The first one I recall is a boy who 
was in old Central School when I attend- 
ed it but was a year or so older.

Two trees of a single species may look 
exactly the same in size and shape but 
they may be as different in their inner 
composition as, for example, a Highland- 
er of Scotland and a. Negro of Africa. 

The foresters have learned that if they 
take the seeds from a fir growing at sea 
level and plant them at an elevation of 
two thousand feet they will not flourish. 
Nor will the mountain seeds grow well 
on the coast. By the heredity of centuries 
all trees have their natural habitat. 


OR that reason the nurseries where 
seediing trees are grown carefully 
segregate the highlanders from the low- 
landers so that each may be planted on 
its proper site. 

Moreover, by selecting seeds only 
from the trees of the most rapid growth 
and highest quality the foresters are 
breeding better trees for the future, just 
as the horticulturist would breed a better 
rose, or the cattleman a better beef 
antmal., 

For sentimental reason, I suppose, an 
Island forester cut twigs from the tree 
which has made the Kew Gardens flag- 
pole, grafted them to a living tree and 
thus will produce seeds from the dead 
giant to perpetuate its line. This is senti- 
ment only. but the breeding of better 
trees is a thrifty work of commerce, pos- 
sible only in a timber industry which ex, 
pects to last forever.

I* is iaid- out these days as if it might 
well last forever. Within one of its 
several divisions an Island timber com- 
pany has laid 650 miles of good roads to 
carry its trucks and machinery—an in- 
vestment of many millions in construe 
tion alone and a network of communica- 
tien from which fires can be fought while 
they are still small and controllable, 


Roads, of course, are only a part of 
the total investment in an eternal forest, 
Pulp and paper mills to use the forest 
cost more money than I can remember 
but one new paper machine, now being 
installed, is worth something over three 
million dollars, 


In another mill the manager said he 
hoped to acquire before long, if the paper 
market ‘hardened a little, some simple 
gadget for a mere hundred thousand 
dollars. 


LL this—the timber, the roads, the 
machinery and the skills—is needed 

to maintain the largest timber industry 
in the Commonwealth, one of the prim- 
ary props under the whole Canadian 
economy. But the process, infinitely com- 
plex under man's management, and ex- 
tremely brittle under economic pressure, 
starts with a very simple thing. It starts 
with a seed smaller than a grain of 
wheat, 

Or is a seed so simple? Isn't it rather 
the most complex and mysterious of all 
things, the beginning of all life, including 
man's?

Of course there are difficulties. Who, 
for instance, is going to do the buying? 
There is bound to be disagreement over 
the choice, whoever is responsible for thé 
selection, but since this gives everyone 
an opportunity t6 declare an aesthetic 
philosophy the argument is 2 valuable 
part of the scheme.

OUSLY THE AFFAIRS OF 
the B.C. Electric require much 
more than a rowitine examination by 
‘the Public Utilities Commission. 
developments. this week must cornpel 
a complete ' fundamental. investi- 
gation into the retail cost of elec- 
tricity and gas in British Colambia. 

First, the B.C. Electric is pro- 
posing a sharp increase in the rates 
charged té consumers of electricity. 
No layman can hope to. judge the 
merits of such an increase. But any 
layman can see that all the increas- 
ing costs of production and distribu- 
tion incurred by the B.C. Electric in 
recent years are aimed at the con- 
sumers. 

For example, as was said here at 
the time, the large wage increases 
granted to the company’s electricians 
as a result of their strike are intend- 
ed to be paid by no one but the con- 
sumers, most of them working people 
who are not as highly paid as the 
electricians. That bill, among others, 
is coming in now. 

Secondly, the Borden Commission 
has heard, in Victoria, an exposition 
of the natural gas system which 
throws a completely new light on 
the use of this fuel. 

It is on the cost of electricity and 
gas that the B.C. Electric rests its 
case for higher rates to the consum- 
ers. In a word, it argues that it is 
not making enough money from its 
present rates and total income from 
all its ‘services. 

e @ 

As a monopoly, the B.C. Electric 
is permitted by law to make up to 
6.5 per cent on its invested capital. 

In fact, it says it made about 5 
per cent last year and, under existing 
rates, expects to make even less this 
year, It is not earning, it says, what 
it is entitled by law to earn, or 
enough to attract the huge invest- 
ment of private funds needed to fi- 
nance its nt e program. 

Only the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion can judge figures so complicated 
that. even the ablest auditors will 
quarrel about them, But it is not 
enough for the B.C. Electric to prove 
that it is earning less than the profit 
it deserves. 

Are its unsatisfactory and reduced 
earnings due to inadequate rates, or 
to excessive costs, or both? Is there 
no room for economy in operation? 
Must the public be bound, for ex- 
ample, to pay any wage increases 
that the company cares to grant 
when the public has no control of 
these wages? Is the company work- 
ing on the assumption that it need 
not worry much about such costs, as 
a private company would do, because 
it can always secure higher, compen- 
sating rates from the Public Utilities 
Commission? 

When electrical rates are higher 
in British Columbia than in many 
parts of Canada (this being due, in 
part anyway, to higher costs of con- 
struction in a mountainous country 
and to higher wages), and when elec- 
tricity is an important item of cost 
to every household and industry, the 
Public Utilities Commission must 
spare no time or labor in consider- 
ing the need of still higher rates.

The anatomy of the gas. business 
was outlined to the Borden Commis- 
sion by Mr.- Frank’ McMahon, whose 
extraordinary enterprise has brought 
the hidden, underground fuel of the 
Peace Rivér country into southern 
British Columbia and greatly stimu- 
lated growth in the north. His evi- 


dence was a model of clarity and it. , 


revealed figures surprising, to the 
layman. 

He says that his Westcoast 
Transmission Company sells gas to 
the B.C. Electric for 30.5 cents a 
thousand cubic feet. This gas is then 
sold by the B.C. Electric to the Van- 
couver household for $1.41. In the 
case of “interruptable” gas for indus- 
trial use the price charged to the 
B.C. Electric is 22 cents and it is sold 
to industrie¢-for-40-cents: 

The B.C. Electric replies that its 
rates are more varied, for different

This Wi wear too, must be con- 
sidered by the Public Utilities Com- 
mission, since it is the company’s 
over-all situation in the future, its | 
ability to make a reasonable profit, | 
that must determine the need of any 
rate increase. - 

Mr. McMahon's testimony met, 
with remarkable candor, the sugges- 
tion that his company is selling gas 
too dearly in’ British Columbia and 
too cheaply in the United States. 

As he says, his company could 
not have begun to explore, tap and 
move the gas of the remote Peace 
River country to the coast unless it 
could find a large market at the end 
of the pipeline. No such market is 
available in British Columbia. 
—Westcoast therefore sought the 
only available market, in the North- 
west States. There it agreed to sell 
300,000,000 cubic feet a day to an 
American pipeline company. It would 
gladly have offered the B.C. Electric 
the same quantity, at the same price, 
but the B.C. Electric was unable to 
use sO much gas 

Actually its highest consumption 
in the peak winter season was only 
25,000,000 cubic feet per day, less 
than 10 per cent of the volume re- 
quired to support an economic pipe- 
line. 


To reach the essential American 
market, Westcoast had to meet the 
competitive American price, for the 
Northwest States could have secured 
their supplies within the United 
States if Canadian prices did not suit 
them. 

Here much confusion has arisen 
in the public mind, though the. facts 
are quite simple.

_ Westcoast is selling gas at 30.5 
cents to the B.C. Electric, not a pipe- 
line but a distributing company. It 
is selling gas for 22 cents in the 
United States not to a distributing 
but to a pipeline company.

Visit to the Frontier of the Vegetable Kingdom 


iyo probably don't know it—I didn't 
know it until a few days ago—but 
we can thank forest-fires for perhaps 
the largest single item of our wealth in 
British Columbia, The Douglas fir tree, 
as a forester explained to me, fs the child 
of fires long ago. That forester and I 
were standing at the 
moment on the spine 
of Vancouver Island, 
the dike of hard rock 
that separates the east- 
ern coast from the 
west and the Douglas 
fir from the hemlock. 
The frontier of the 
vegetable kingdom was 
clear even to the lay- 
man's eye. Behind us 
Jay the fir forest, its

the earth are so damp that fire can 
rarely burn. In such a climate the hem- 
lock thrives and, growing without -inter- 
ruption, has possessed the entire coastal 
shelf, 

Under this unbroken shade the fir 
cannot grow for it must have sun. If 
you look closely in any of our coniferous 
forests you will see that the young trees 
sprouting Leside the giants dre mostly 
hemlock, which love shade. 


Left undisturbed, the whole Vancou- 
ver Island forest would have become 
mainly hemlock centuries before man ar- 
rived. But the forest was not left undis- 
turbed. In successive holocausts . light- 
ning fires swept the Island, burning tim- 
ber in millions of acres, of which charred 
stumps and charcoal beneath the earth 
are evidence now read by foresters. 


HE vacant, siifiny” spaces thus opened 
up were the perfect environment for 

the fir and it eagerly grasped its estate. 
Some of the firs cut today are more 
than a thousand years old. Others are 
half that age. The towering tree recently 


felled west of Chemainus to make a new 
flag pole for Kew Gardens and snaked 
with remarkable skill through a narrow 


canyon, was 381 years old. The seedlings 
that sprout this year will be cut, under 
present plans, 80 years

N the spire of the Island the trees

WHEN WE WERE VERY YOUNG 
Catching Sunbeams That Do 


HAve you ever tried_to catch a sun- 
beam in your hands? You myst, 
some time or other, have walked along 
a shady woodland ‘trail where a carpet 
of pine needles cushions every step and 
the sunlight sifts through the. tree 
branches to fall like flakes of gold leaf 
on the dappled ground. 
And the tree tops talk 
to one another and nod 


they listen to what the 
whispering breeze says 
to them while at their 
feet the fern fronds 
unfold in all their mys- 
terious loveliness. 

It is then that you 
try to capture a sun- 
spirit aloft to sail over 
the forest and hills on the top of a bil- 
lowing white cloud. But of course you 
will. never, never capture.a sunbeam, nor 
will you“‘really ride on the back of a 
cloud.

Instetad, if you are very fortunate 
indeed, you may find your sunbeam and 
it will be with you all your days-——from 
youth into age. I have had that great 


good. fortune And my sunbeams were 
persons whose gaiety shone like sunlight;

whose cheerfulness was: infectious. 

I remember a passage in Stevenson

[OR that reason the nurseries where 

seedling trees are grown carefully 
segregate the highlanders from the low- 
landers so that each may be planted on 
its proper site. 

Moreover, by selecting seeds only 
from the trees of the most rapid growth 
and highest quality the foresters are 
breeding better trees for the future, just 
as the horticulturist would breed a better 
rose, or the cattleman a better beef 
animal. 

For sentimental reason, I suppose, an 
Island forester cut twigs from the tree 
which has made the Kew Gardeng flag- 
pole, grafted them to a living tree and 
thus will produce seeds from the dead 
giant to perpetuate its line; This is senti- 
ment only but the bteeding of better 
trees is a thrifty work of commerce, pos- 
sible only in a timber industry which ex- 
pects to last forever, 


T is laid out these days | as mit it might 
well last ‘forever, Within one of its 
several divisions an Island timber com. 
pany has laid 650 miles of good roads to 
carry its trucks and machinery—an in- 
vestinent of many millions in construe 
tion alone and a network of cammunica- 
tion from which fires can be fought while 
they are still small and controllable, 


Roads, of course, are only a part of 
the total investment in an eternal forest, 
Pulp and paper mills to use the forest 
cost more money than I can remember 
but one new paper machine, now being 
installed, is worth something over three 
million dollars, 


In another mill the manager said he 
hoped to acquire before Jong, if the paper 
market hardened a little, some simple 
gadget for a mere hundred thousand 
dollars. 


LL this—the timber, the roads, the 

machinery and the skills—is needed 
to maintain the largest timber industry 
in the Commonwealth, one of the prim- 
ary props under the whole Canadian 
economy. But the process, infinitely com- 
plex under man's management, and ex 
tremely bhittle under economic pressure, 
starts with a very simple thing. It starts 
with a seed smaller than a grain. of 
wheat,

ments of British art a. a time when men, 


like Moore, Sutherland and Nicholson

followed suit; Cambridge joined in; and 
today some $10,000 is spent annually on 
art by. students at “learneries” all over 
Britain. 

Nor is this movement confined to 
Britain. A couple of years ago at UBC 
I was able to advise Ron Longstaffe and 
the Students’ Council on the setting-up of 
a similar scheme, and today the Brock 
Hall collection is growing from year to 
year. 

The advantages of this sort of thing 
are too obvious to nerd elaboration: the 
artist sells, and eats; the students keep 
in touch with the ‘artists; the qonditions 
of a healthy culture—the éxisfénce in 
numbers of producers and consumers of 
works of art—are fulfilled. 

Of course there are difficulties. Who, 
for instance,-is going to do the buying? 
There is bound to be disagreement over 
the choice, whoever is responsible for the 
selection, but since this gives everyone 
an opportunity -to declare an aesthetic 
philosophy the argument is a valuable 
part of the scheme. 


Workers’ Funds 


In Sweden, art-buying is not confined 
to colleges; there, it is not unusual to 
find workers in a factory subscribing to 
funds for the purchase of works of art: 
membership in artbuying associations 
totals more than 100,000 drawn from all 
walks of life. 

Needless to Most of the works 
bought are far joc being masterpieces, . 
but hasn’t that been the case’ for the last 
three centuries? Bad artists must sient 


flourish in order that good artists may 
exist. 

An interesting development in Sweden 
is the adoption by a factory, or commer- 
cial concern, of a particular artist. In 
exchange for an annual income sufficient 
for his needs the artist gives the factory 
his output for that year, This system 
is particularly helpful to the artist who 
works slowly and produces relatively few 
paintings a year.

At one sweep that 
single act would purchase as many works 
as are bought in the whole of the rest 
of the country in any one year. 

If other school districts followed this 
example—and experience shows-that this 
is just what does happen when a vigor- 
ous lead is given—then the future of 
Canadian artists would be assured. : 

Tf we all sit around waiting ‘for some. 
one, else to do the job, it will 
never get done; but if the initiative is 
taken by the students and teachers in 
the community the effect will be both 
rapid and lasting. 

Action here will not only bring young 
people into touch with the contemporary 
artists before they have had time to fill 
their heads with impenetrable prejudices,

That on the second day of August, 1858, the 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland pa: 


Act entitled “An Act ta provide for the Government of British 
Columbia” which inter alia provided that British Columbia 
shall, for the purposes of this Act, be held to comprise all | 
such Territories within the Dominions of Her Majesty as are | 
bounded to the South by the Frontier of the United States of |
